Jwo more undercover police- 
men assigned to the In- 
telligence Division were sched- 
uled to appear Tuesday before 
a grand jury investigating 
Chicago Police Department spy- 
ing on individuals and civic 
groups. 

They are Melvin Barna, who 
infiltrated the' Citizens Action 
Program (CAP) and its lead- 
ership for the intelligence unit, 
and Robert F. Murphy. 

Police have maintained Mur- 
phy had a desk job in the in- 
telligence unit, but he is listed 
in official police documents as 



being a member of a six-man 
undercover unit, four mem- 
bers of which The Daily News 
traced to membership in civic 
organizations. 

Also Tuesday, Police Supt. 
James Rochford was subpe- 
naed to appear before U.S. 
District Court Judge Joseph 
Sam Perry in connection with 
a request filed by the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union and 
others that secret police files 
not be destroyed until the 
groups could examine them. 

FOUR OTHER undercover 
policemen appeared before the 
grand jury Monday, , and 
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apparently all did not go well 
when assistant state’s attor- 
neys tried to question them.. ; ; 

The state’s attorney’s office 
has asked for an appearance 
before Chief Criminal Court 
Judge Joseph Power in con- 
nection with the investigation. . 
The state’s attorney’s office 
refused to disclose the purpose 
of the requested hearing. 

The four who appeared Mon- 
day 'were Marcus Salone, tyho 
infiltrated the Organization for 
a Better Austin and even 
served as its president for two 
'years while spying for the po- 
lice; Frank S a but is, whoise 
name appears as a member of 
the six -man unit infiltrating 
civic groups; James Cunning- 
ham, whose name appears on 
police documents referring to 
intelligence files, and Irwin 
Bock, whose name also ap- 
j pears on those documents. 
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Eord, former Supt. James B.tj 
Conlisk Jr. and First Deputy 
Supt. Michael Spiotto were 
subpenaed to appear before 
the grand jury sometime in 
April. ■ 

Deputy Supt. Mitchell Ware, 
who oversees intelligence activ- 
ities, earlier had been subpe- 
naed to appear before the 
grand jury. ..... 

It also was learned that John 
J. Clarke, who was dubbed the 
“eyes and ears” of Mayor 
Richard J. Daley while Clarke 
performed spying tasks for 
City Hall, will be subpenaed by 
the grand jury. 

Clarke was sentenced , to. 
three years in prison ,iii. 
January, 1974, after switching 
his plea to guilty on charges of 
obstructing justice - and filing 
false income tax returns. 

He was released from prison 
about a month ago. 

A TOP investigator for State’s 
Atty. Bernard Carey said 
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Clarke' could provide impor- 
tant information about police 
spying -■ — if he can be per- 
RiinOeO to talk. .- ' '. 
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Others ; are participating, ex- 
presses concern that the files 
are being destroyed. 
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. After Clarke pleaded guilty,-. 
U.S. Atty. James. R. Thompson 
said, .“We’ll never know the 
whole story on Clarke. He 
can’t afford to talk because he -. 
knows too much.” . .; 

“Clarke was the. No. 1. spy 
for Mayor Daley, Criminal 
Court Chief Justice Joseph. A. 
Power and Deputy .Police Supt. 
Mitchell Ware,” .Carey’s in- 
vestigator said. 

“Judge Power foisted Clarke 
qij Barnabas Sears, the special 
prosecutor in the Black Pan- 
ther raid investigation. Clarke 
was kept on the police depart- 
ment payroll as. a consultant 
by Ware even after he was in- 
dicted by the, federal grand' 

jury-” ; 

THE ACLU request on the 
secret files, in which the Al- 
liance to End Repression and. 



Rochford made - to' reporters 
over 'the weekend, in which he 
said the department was “ex- 
punging” its 'files; of extra- 
neous materials. . ; 

The request noted that .. com- 
ment was at odds with a state- 
ment made by 'Rochford Feb. 
7, when he said, “All 'in- 
telligence files .of the Chicago 
Police Department are. con- 
tained in locked file, cabinets 
and are not now, ,nqr Will they 
in’ the future, be destroyed- or 
otherwise altered pending the 
outcome of litigation” by the 
Alliance to End. Repression 
and others, .. 

-.’Attorneys making' the re- 
quest also- pointed- Out that 
some secret files were, myste- 
riously destroyed by fire a few
